The  candidate  to  be  twenty-one  years  of  age — to  have  read 
medicine  for  three  years,  two  of  them  under  a  respectable  prac¬ 
titioner  of  medicine — to  have  attended  two  regular  courses,  one 
of  them  at  least  in  this  Institution — one  Hospital  course  here  or 
elsewhere — and  to  present  a  Thesis  of  his  own  composition  and 
handwriting. 

The  regular  course  is  Theory  and  Practice  of  Medicine : 
Anatomy ;  Materia  Medica  and  Pharmacy;  Chemistry ; 
Surgery;  Obstetrics,  fyc.;  and  the  Institutes. 

The  Commencement  will  take  place  early  in  the  following

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REPORT,  & c . 


The  Medical  Faculty  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  in  contin¬ 
uation  of  their  practice  of  some  years’  duration,  to  announce  annually 
to  the  Alumni  and  friends  of  the  Institution,  the  course  of  its  operations 
and  the  state  of  its  affairs,  will  here  remark,  that  since  the  last  Report, 
events  of  deep  interest  have  occurred,  affecting  not  only  the  welfare  of 
the  school,  but  having  an  important  relation  to  the  state  of  medical 
instruction,  at  least  so  far  as  they  are  concerned. 

Under  the  impression  that  the  views  of  the  medical  profession  at 
laro-e  were  expressed  by  a  Resolution  of  the  National  Medical  Con- 
vention,  passed  in  1847,  recommending  a  prolongation  of  the  courses 
of  Lectures  in  the  Schools,  it  was  determined  by  the  Faculty  to  extend 
the  medical  session  in  the  University.  This  was  done  in  the  two  next 
succeeding  sessions,  so  as  to  make  their  duration  five  and  a  half  months 
each.  The  last  session  was  six  entire  months,  the  full  period  speci¬ 
fied  by  the  resolution,  it  being  the  first  time  in  the  United  States 
that  the  attempt  had  been  made  to  continue  the  curriculum  for  so  long 
a  period.  The  Faculty  were  encouraged  to  the  plan  adopted,  by  the 
reiteration  of  the  above  recommendation  by  the  American  Medical  Asso¬ 
ciation  assembled  in  Boston  in  1849.  They  now  again  are  influenced 
by  the  same  sentiment  expressed  at  the  late  meeting  of  the  Association, 
in  Cincinnati;  and  also  by  the  action  of  State  Medical  Societies,  whose 
concurrence  on  this  point  has  been  emphatic.*  The  bodies  enumerated 
may  be  considered  as  representing  the  opinion  and  views  of  the  profes¬ 
sion  generally,  or  a  very  large  portion  of  it,  in  the  United  States. 

While  acknowledging  the  propriety  on  the  part  of  the  profession  col¬ 
lectively,  to  recommend  such  measures  as  may  contribute  to  its  own  res-

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pectability  and  elevation,  the  Faculty  of  the  University  desire  it  to  be 
also  understood  that,  in  acceding  to  the  views  of  the  medical  public,  they 
heartily  accord  in  the  wish  to  place  medical  education  on  its  proper 
footing — to  advance  the  interests  of  the  profession,  and  to  promote  the 
spirit  of  progress  which  has  taken  sq^h  deep  root  in  the  minds  of  the  en¬ 
lightened  and  benevolent  who  adorn  its  ranks.' 

It  is  well  understood  that  the  science  of  medicine  requires  patient, 
protracted  labour  for  its  acquirement ;  and  in  extending  the  scholastic 
term  to  six  months,  a  better  security  is  afforded  for  that  thorough 
instruction  which  constitutes  the  ground-work  of  future  respectability 
and  usefulness.  This  is  one  of  the  ways  in  which  evils  so  justly  com¬ 
plained  of  will  be  removed;  and  as  a  primary  step  to  ulterior  means, 
it  ought  not  to  be  resisted,  and  still  less  inconsiderately  refused.  The 
Faculty  conceive  that  the  question  is  now  not  open  to  argument ;  it  has 
been  decided,  at  least  for  fhe  time,  by  the  profession;  and  the  Faculty 
respectfully  request  the  co-operation  of  the  Schools  with  them  in  car¬ 
rying  out  the  plan. 

Influenced  by  the  above  considerations,  and  anxious  to  do  their  part 
as  far  as  possible  in  the  improvement  of  the  profession  and  of  medical 
science;  the  Faculty  of  the  University  admit  no  motive  for  an  alteration 
of  their  policy,  and  shall  continue  to  persevere  in  it  so  long  as  they  find 
the  profession  true  to  itself  and  to  its  duties.  The  next  session,  there¬ 
fore,  like  the  last,  will  be  of  six  months’’  duration. 

The  Faculty  are  aware  that  charges  have  been  made  and  alle¬ 
gations  spread  abroad,  that  the  last  curriculum  of  six  months  had  not 
been  fairly  and  punctually  carried  out.  Such  declarations  are  unfounded. 
With  the  exception  of  the  course  on  the  Theory  and  Practice  of  Medi¬ 
cine,  which  was  interfered  with  by  the  ill  health  of  the  distinguished 
occupant  of  the  chair,  the  instruction  was  full  and  faithful  to  the 
letter.  Additional  subjects  were  introduced,  appertaining  to  each 
branch,  for  which  in  former  courses,  time  was  not  afforded.  No  hour 
was  unprofitably  spent,  as  each  topic  pertained  to  some  practical  pur¬ 
pose.  The  diseases  and  treatment  of  children;  the  minute  knowledge 
of  tissues,  now  so  necessary  to  be  understood  in  connexion  with  path¬ 
ological  investigations;  and  a  greater  range  of  organic  chemistry,  vege¬ 
table  and  animal,  so  essential  in  a  medical  education,  were  the  subjects 
of  the  charges  made,  not  as  having  been  omitted,  but  introduced  at 
the  convenience  of  the  Professors.  A  highly  educated  body  of  phy¬ 
sicians  will  perceive  how  idle  such  allegations  must  be.  While  the 
Faculty  feel  it  a  duty  to  affirm  the  integrity  of  their  course  during  the 
last  session,  they  are  also  conscious  that  on  no  occasion  have  they 
ever  practised  deception,  or  swerved  from  a  conscientious  discharge  of

the  obligations  they  owe  to  themselves,  to  the  students  and  to  the  pro¬ 
fession. 

The  number  of  the  matriculants  at  the  last  session  fell  short  of  that 
of  the  two  immediately  preceding  sessions,  but  was  much  in  advance 
of  the  customary  average.  This  deficiency  has  been  viewed  by  some  as 
an  evidence  of  the  disinclination  of  medical  students  to  repair  to  the 
city  at  so  early  a  period  as  October  the  1st,  and  to  undertake  a  full 
six  months’  course.  While  this  proceeding  is  pending  and  unsettled 
upon  the  basis  of  experience,  the  Faculty  will  withhold  a  decided 
expression  of  opinion  against  or  for  the  assertion.  It  is  however, 
due  to  candour  to  state  that  we  are  unwilling  to  form  such  conclusion, 
and  are  more  disposed  to  entertain  the  belief  that  other  causes  were 
strongly  operative.  In  taking  the  position  we  now  occupy,  the  views 
by  which  we  have  been  actuated,  as  repeatedly  stated,  were  founded  on 
convictions  of  the  increasing  demand  for  a  more  perfect  medical  educa¬ 
tion.  Should  these  convictions  prove  fallacious,  or  it  be  clear  that  the 
business  relations  of  the  country  must  continue  to  prevent  a  timely 
assemblage  of  the  class,  such  experience  will  determine  future  operations. 

It  may  be  proper  here  to  remark,  that  the  corresponding  published 
Catalogue  of  the  University  is  now,  as  similar  ones  have  always  been,  a 
faithful  transcript  of  the  names  of  the  regular  matriculants  of  the  school. 

Since  the  conclusion  of  the  last  session,  material  changes  have  taken 
place  in  the  appointments  of  the  Faculty.  The  distinguished  and  vene¬ 
rated  Professor  of  the  Theory  and  Practice  of  Medicine,  has  resigned 
the  chair  filled  by  him  for  a  period  of  thirty-four  years*  with  such 
high  honour  and  distinction  to  himself;  while  at  the  same  time  contribut- 
ing  to  the  reputation  of  the  school,  and  benefiting  by  his  instructions  and 
example,  the  numerous  pupils  who  have  listened  to  him.  Most  unex¬ 
pectedly  to  himself  and  to  his  colleagues,  his  strength  and  physical  en¬ 
ergies  failed  soon  after  the  commencement  of  the  session.  In  the  hope 
that  inability  to  perform  his  duty  would  prove  but  transient,  he  strug¬ 
gled  against  infirmity ;  the  hope  proved  delusive ;  and  the  conviction 
became  imperative,  painful  as  it  was,  that  retirement  from  the  field  of 
his  cherished  labours  and  brilliant  instruction,  was  no  longer  to  be 
postponed.  In  announcing  his  resignation,  the  Faculty  take  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  expressing  their  sincere  gratification  at  the  honorary  con¬ 
nexion  which  is  still  preserved  by  his  appointment  on  the  part  of  the

The  vacancy  thus  created  has  with  a  wise  regard  to  the  interests  of 
the  school,  been  supplied  by  the  appointment  of  Prof.  George  B.  Wood, 
the  former  eminent  occupant  of  the  chair  of  Materia  Medica  and 
Pharmacy.  From  the  widely  spread  reputation  of  Dr.  Wood  as  a 
medical  writer  and  teacher;  from  the  high  sense,  justly  entertained,  of 
his  scientific  attainments;  and  from  his  long  connexion  as  Pre¬ 
scribing  Physician  with  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  the  Faculty  have 
reason  to  be  much  pleased  at  his  appointment;  and  feel  well  assured 
that  his  chair  will  be  made  signally  effective.  The  Doctor  is  now  on 
a  visit  to  Europe,  for  the  sole  purpose  of  procuring  such  preparations, 
drawings  and  other  materials  as  may  contribute  to  the  value  and 
usefulness  of  his  lectures. 

The  transfer  of  Prof.  Wood,  made  vacant  the  chair  of  Materia  Med¬ 
ica  and  Pharmacy — to  fill  which  with  the  requisite  ability,  became  a 
matter  of  deep  solicitude.  The  Faculty  take  pleasure  in  stating  that 
this  has  been  done  in  the  appointment  of  Dr.  Joseph  Carson,  whose 
devotion  to  the  profession  generally;  and  more  especially  this  branch 
of  it,  as  a  successful  teacher  in  the  Philadelphia  College  of  Pharmacy; 
give  ample  assurance  of  his  qualifications  to  perform  the  duties  of  the 
chair,  with  profit  to  the  students  and  w  ith  credit  to  himself  and  to  the 
school. 

In  view  of  the  demonstrative  character  to  be  imparted  to  the  course 
on  the  Theory  and  Practice  of  Medicine,  the  Lecture  Room  heretofore 
used  for  that  branch,  has  been  thoroughly  changed  and  re-modeled  at 
a  large  expense;  and  by  its  existing  convenience  of  seats,  and  adapta¬ 
tion  of  light,  will  contribute  essentially  to  the  comfort  of  the  class  and 
to  the  intentions  of  the  Professor.  It  will  in  fact  have  henceforth  great 
advantages  in  its  application  to  the  wants  of  the  chair,  and  to  any 
other  demonstrative  or  didactic  service  of  the  school. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  advertisement  that  the  customary  course  of 
Clinical  Instruction  will  be  continued  in  the  Pennsylvania  Plospital. 

In  referring  to  this  Institution,  a  few  words  may  be  devoted  to  the 
exposition  of  its  claims  to  public  regard,  while  they  will  explain  tho 
motives  which  have  induced  the  Faculty  to  adhere  to  the  ancient  rules 
of  the  school,  and  to  recommend  it  as  their  principal  theatre  of  Clinical 
Instruction.  The  Faculty  are  gratified  in  having  two  of  their  Professors 
engaged  in  its  Clinical  service  at  the  time  the  Lectures  of  the  Session  are 
in  progress,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  advertisement  or  programme.  This 
institution  is  not  only  accessible  to  all  students  during  the  sessions;  but 
also  during  their  intervals,  the  duty  of  prescribing  devolving  then  upon 
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gentlemen  of  distinguished  skill  and  talents  in  their  departments  respect¬ 
ively.  Somewhat  anterior  in  existence  to  the  establishment  of  the  Medical 
School,  the  twoinstitutions  have  from  the  beginningrendered  valuable  ser¬ 
vices  the  one  to  the  other,  and  have  seldom  been  without  medical  officers, 
to  some  extent,  in  common,  so  as  to  harmonize  still  more  their  interests. 
Rush,  Wistar  and  Physick  are  illustrious  examples  of  this  connexion. 
The  Pennsylvania  Hospital  has  always  been  distinguished  for  the  neat¬ 
ness  of  its  wards  and  for  the  excellence  of  its  interior  management. 
The  comparatively  recent  extension  of  its  accommodations,  now  makes 
it  still  more  available  to  public  wants.  When  it  is  considered  that  it 
is  in  a  city  now,  from  certain  statistics,  supposed  to  be  the  most  popu¬ 
lous  in  the  United  States;  and  which  from  its  general  sources  of  pros¬ 
perity  and  internal  trade,  is  likely  to  preserve,  and  even  advance  upon 
its  relative  numbeis;  the  importance  of  this  institution,  and  the  cha¬ 
racter  of  its  cases  may  bo  imagined.  From  the  report  laid  before  the 
Contributors  at  their  Corporate  Meeting,  on  May  6tb,  1850,  it  appears 
that  for  the  preceding  twelve  months,  two  thousand  patients  nearly, 
had  been  received  and  kept  under  treatment  upon  an  average  of  almost 
thirty  days,  and  that  the  general  rate  of  patients  at  a  time  was  159. 
This  is  exclusive  of  an  average  of  210  patients  in  the  Insane  Depart¬ 
ment,  which,  from  its  locality  and  other  causes,  is  not  visited  by 
students. 

Of  the  patients  above,  988  were  surgical,  and  806  medical  ;  the 
remainder  belonged  to  the  obstetrical  department.  Of  the  surgical 
cases,  some  of  the  more  striking  may  be  mentioned,  to  wit:

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When  it  is  remembered  that  the  above  includes  the  subjects  of  daily 
practice  in  medical  life,  its  importance  will  be  recognised.  The 
experienced  members  of  the  profession  will  justly  appreciate  the 
immensity  of  such  advantages  to  the  student,  and  the  difference  which 
a  sedulous  cultivation  of  them  will  establish  between  him,  and  one  who 
neglects  or  has  never  enjoyed  them. 

In  addition  to  improvements  in  the  ordinary  courses  of  instruction 
and  demonstrations,  more  ample  provision  has  been  made  for  effective 
clinical  teaching  within  the  walls  of  the  College. 

The  Ambulatorium  of  the  University,  consisting  in  the  reception 
of  patients  who  visit  it  for  medical  succour,  presents  a  means  of 
valuable  practical  instruction.  The  cases  are  generally  of  the  lighter 
kind,  some  of  them  of  the  more  severe.  The  former,  however,  it  is  to 
be  recollected,  represent  the  bulk  of  professional  business  of  every 
practitioner,  and  want  of  skill  in  the  management  of  them,  leads  to 
want  of  employment  by  the  public  in  the  more  serious.  The  Am¬ 
bulatorium  then,  under  the  title  of  Demonstrative  Medicine  and  of 
Demonstrative  Surgery,  engages  deeply  the  solicitude  of  the  Medical 
Faculty,  and  will  obtain  sincere  and  increased  efforts  to  extend  its  use¬ 
fulness.  Demonstrative  Lectures,  therefore,  on  the  persons  of  patients, 
both  in  Medicine  and  Surgery,  will  be  given  as  heretofore,  twice  in 
each  week  during  the  session  ;  also  the  Dispensary  will  be  kept  open, 
and  throughout  the  session,  will  be  accessible  to  students.  The  medi¬ 
cal  Ambulatorium  presented  a  great  abundance  of  cases  in  almost 
every  variety  of  sporadic  disease,  the  number  of  patients  being  much 
beyond  the  limits  of  time  which  must  be  assigned  to  such  instruction 
and  receptions.  The  surgical  Ambulatorium  presented  also  a  vast 
variety  of  surgical  affections,  of  which  the  following  is  a  very  partial 
enumeration  : 

Caries  of  Spine — Fistula  in  Ano — Hair  Lip — Fistula  Lachrymalis 
— Diseases  of  the  Ear — Diseases  of  the  Skin — Luxations — Anchylosis 
— Diseases  of  the  Eye — Enlargement  of  Tonsils — Coxalgia — Necrosis 
— Burns — Strictures  of  Urethra— Hydrocele — Ossification  of  tunica 
vaginalis  testis — Polypus — Abscess  of  Mammse — Spina  Ventosa — 
Cancer — Carcinoma — Fractures — Ozcena — Syphilis — Aneurism,  &c. 
&c.  Many  of  the  cases  were  subjects  of  operation. 

From  the  preceding  report  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Faculty  has  its 
attention  not  only  directed  to  theoretical  instruction — but  to  all  the 
means  of  elucidation  which  demonstration,  and  the  personal  array  of 
patients,  can  afford.
